When  one  with  wbom  we  have  traveled 
far  an^  pleasaatly  on  hfe’a  louroey  sud¬ 
denly  Is  taken  from  us.  often  It  to.  diffP 
cuH  for  aa  to  realise  and  accept  tbe  fact 
that  he  is  gone.  We  think  first  of  the  last 
time  we  were  with  him,  then  of  other 
contacts  and  experiences  we  were  for¬ 
tunate  enough  to  have  had  with  him,  and 
finally  of  what  his  life  has  meant  to  those 
who  knew  him,  and  to  tbe  public  in  gene¬ 
ral. 

Thomas  Martin  Hederman,  Mr.  Tom  as 
many  were  plAised  to  can  him  who  for 
4t  years  was  a  member  of  this  church 
and  for  46  years  a  member  of  this  Board 
of  Deacons,  had  a  fighting  heart.  As  a 
boy  growing  up  in  a  rural  area  It  was  a 
fight,  along  with  his  brother,  sisters,  and 
widowed  mother  for  th^  barest  necessi¬ 
ties  of  life.  Coming  to  Jackson  at  the  age 
of  16  years,  he  fought  hard  to  succed  witb 
whatever  work  his  hands  found  to  do.  His 
courage,  fair  dealings,  sincerity  of  pur¬ 
pose,  clean  life,  and  courteous  manner 
soon  won  for  him  a  useful  and  prominent 
place  In  tbe  affairs  of  the  community  and 
as  the  community  grew,  developed,  and 
prospered,  be  grew  and  prospered  with 
it  and  soon  'became  recognized  as  an  able 
leader  in  every  worthy  cause.  As  a  stock 
bolder  and  officer  of  various  business 
enterprises  and  as  editor  of  tbe  Clarion 
Ledger,  one  of  the  most  widely  read 
dally  newspapers  of  the  south,  he  exerted 
a  powerful  influence  for  progress,  sub¬ 
stantial  development  and  right  thinking 
on  tbe  part  of  the  people  throughout  the 
State  of  Mississippi.  While  he  was  most 
diligent  in  looking  after  bis  own  personal 
responsibilities  and  ii^erests,  he  was  even 
more  concerned  about  the  efficiency  of 
those  institutions  of  vital  Importance  in 
the  lives  of  people  of  every  commtmlty  — 
schools,  colleges,  hospitsls,  and  tbe 
church.  As  Chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  Mississippi  College,  as  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  tbe 
Jackson  Public  School  System,  and  as 
a  deacon  and  official  of  this  church,  be 
rendered  an  outstanding  service.  He 
never  compromised  on  principle.  His 
rapid  rise  to  prominence,  influence,  and 
prosperity  never  turned  his  head.  He  was 
always  the  same  fine  friend,  loyal  cttl- 
sen  and  kind-hearted  dutstian  gentleman 
who  loved  people,  and  was  In  deed  and  la 
truth,  the  friend  of  all  mankind. 

About  noon.  Wednesday,^  February  25, 
UM&.  Torn  Hederman.  after  a  busy  fruit¬ 
ful  life  of  69  years,  finished  his  work  here 
below  and  Joined  his  brother  and  other 
relatives  aixl  friends  In  that  Home  not 
made  with  hands,  eternal  in4he  Heavens. 
In  bis  passing  this  Board  and  the  church 
lost  one  of  Its  finest  and  most  useful 
members  snd  the  state  one  of  Its  most 
forward  looking,  distinguished  citizens. 

To  his  wife,  Mrs.  Pearl  Smith  Hedei^ 
man.  bis  sons,  Thomas,  Jr.  and  Arnold, 
and  other  relatives,  we  extend  our  deep¬ 
est  sympathy.  He  wUl  not  be  witb  us  any 
more  in  person,  but  the  good  influence 
of  his  life  wiQ  be  with  us  and  thoee  who 
come  after  uz  ‘till  tbe  end  of  time.

Little  by  little  the  idea  grew  un¬ 
til  today  it  is  not  only  nation-wide, 
but  almost  world-wide.  Even  our 
Congress  by  formal  act  has  set 
ipart  the  day  and  the  President  has 
ecommended  its  observance. 

From  a  sermon  entitled,  “A  Mes¬ 
sage  for  Motlier’s  Day,”  by  Dr.  W. 
L.  Caldwell,  we  quote  the  follow¬ 
ing  paragraph; 

“Well  may  we  pause  to  pay 
honor  to  her  who,  after  Jesus 
Christ,  is  God’s  best  gift  to  man — 
Mother.  It  was  she  who  shared  her 
life  with  us  w'hen  as  yet  our  mem¬ 
bers  were  unformed.  Into  the  val¬ 
ley  of  the  shadow  she  walked  that 
we  might  have  the  light  of  life.  In 
her  arms  w'as  the  garner  of  our 
food,  and  the  soft  couch  of  our 
response.  There  w-e  nestled  in  the 
hour  of  pain,  there  was  the  play¬ 
ground  our  infant  being.  Those 
arms  later  became  our  refuge  and 
strong-hold.  It  was  she  who  taugh 
our  baby  feel  to  go  and  lifted  us 
over  the  rough  places.  Her  blessed 
hands  plied  the  needle  by  day  and 
by  night  to  make  the  little  gar¬ 
ments  we  should  w’ear.  She  put 
the  book  under  our  arm  and 
started  us  off  for  school.  But,  best 
of  all,  she  taught  our  baby  lips  to 
lisp  the  name  of  Jesus  and  told  us 
the  wonderous  story  of  a  Saviour’s 
love.” 

If  Mother  still  lives  to  bless  your 
life,  how  fortunate  you  are!  With 
a  grateful  heart  you  should  be 
happy  at  tli*  privilege  of  minister¬ 
ing  to  her  life.  If  close  by,  do  not 
fail  to  plant  a  ki.ss  of  grateful  love 
on  her  precious  lips.  If  many  miles 
separate  you,  send  her  a  real  old- 
fashioned  love  letter  full  of  those 
expressions  dear  to  a  mother’s 
heart. 

Should  she  have  gone  to  be  with 
her  I..ord,  wear  a  white  flower  in 
memory  of  her  who  meant  so 
much  to  you;  and  as  you  pin  that 
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flower  to  your  lapel,  rede<licate 
yourself  to  tlie  kind  of  living  tliat 
Mother  would  have  you  live;  and 
determine  tliat  under  all  circum¬ 
stances,  your  life  shall  be  one  that 
honors,  respects,  and  reveres  that 
good  Mother  of  yours. 

P’ortunate  is  that  chihl  whose 
mother  was  a  goo<l,  Christian  wo¬ 
man.  God  pity  the  child  born  into 
this  world  with  a  mother  whose 
ideals  are  low  and  whose  days  are 
filled  with  foolish  living. 

Amidst  every  crisis,  temptation, 
and  hardship,  remember  that 
Mother  never  gives  up  or  <leserts. 
Others  may  grow  weary  and  sink 
into  despair,  but  Mother  loves  on 
and  prays  and  hoi)es.

Missionary 

One  of  the  most  important  steps 
taken  by  Mississippi  Baptists  since 
we  have  been  a  Mississippian  is 
the  support  of  associational  mis¬ 
sionaries.

Tlie  mi.ssionary  can  aid  churches 
toward  a  challenging  program,  lie 
can  do  so  in  a  better  way  than 
most  others  for  he  is  aciiuainted 
with  all  the  churches  of  the  as.so- 
ciation  and  their  possibilities. 

Small,  pastorless  churches  can 
have  the  aid  of  the  missronary 
while  they  are  searching  for  a 
pastin'  instead  of  dragging  along 
with  the  work  suffering  and  the 
organizations  slowly  dying. 

The  associational  mi.ssionary 
helps  promote  any  worthy  pro¬ 
gram.  Records  indicate  a  general 
improvement  in  Sunday  Schools, 
Training  Unions,  study  courses, 
women’s  work,  Brothcrhooil,  pas¬ 
toral  sup|K>rt,  cooperative  program 
gifts,  ami  general  church  work. 

One  writer  has  described  the  as¬ 
sociational  missionary  as  “the  ‘tie- 
in’  man  through  whom  state  and 
Southwide  organizations  can  ixiur 
their  blessings  out  to  the  iieople.”

The  Peerless  Book 

The  divine  origin  of  the  Bible  is  In- 
dLsputable.  Its  sixty-six  books  present 
themselves  to  use  as  a  library  of  truth, 
which  man  by  searching  could  never 
discover.  One  grand  theme  unites 
them  all.  It  is  the  story  of  sin  and  re¬ 
demption.  Every  one  of  these  sixty- 
six  books  points  to  a  Redeemer  whose 
coming  would  bring  deliverances  from 
the  othej;wise  Irreparable  conse¬ 
quences  of  human  rebellion.  Such  a 
book  is  without  parallel  in  human  lite¬ 
rature. 

Nor  can  the  power  of  the  Bible  to 
transform  the  lives  of  those  who  be¬ 
lieve  it  be  overlooked  in  any  conside¬ 
ration  of  the  subject.  The  character 
of  its  enemies  as  well  as  its  friends 
testifies  as  to  the  source  from  which 
it  erhana^^.  No  other  book  has  ever 
been  subjected  to  such  critical  assaults 
as  the  Bible,  and  yet  it  remains  today 
the  Peerless  Book  of  all  the  Ages. 

It  is  men  and  women  who  have  been 
students  of  this  Book  who  see  plainly 
now  things  they  could  not  see  twenty- 
five  years  ago,  or  ten  years  ago,  or 
five  years  ago.  They  see  something  of 
the  cau.ses  of  our  present-day  prob¬ 
lems  and  the  cures  that  are  possible.

On  September  20,  1908,  Dr.  Purser  and 
his  younger  brother.  Prank  Moody  Pur¬ 
ser  were  together  ordained  to  the  Gos¬ 
pel  Ministry  by  the  Plr.^t  Baptist  Church, 
Tuskaloosa.  Ala.  Dr.  Purser  was  then 
serving  as  Assistant  Pastor  of  the  First 
Baptist  Church,  Natrhes.  While  in  Nat- 
ches,  with  the  full  con.sent,  approval  and 
help  of  the  First  Baptist  Church  pastor. 
Dr.  John  A.  Held.  Dr.  Purser  organlxed 
and  became  the  first  pastor  of  the  Rowe 
Baptist  (Church  of  Natcbea.

NASHVILLE,  Tenn.  —(BP)—  A  bill 
requiring  picture  shows  to  close  on 
Sunday  nights  during  the  church 
hours  is  scheduled  for  IntroductkA 
in  the  Nashville  City  Council. 

Councilman  Pat  Doyle  announced 
he  has  asked  the  city  legal  depart¬ 
ment  to  prepare  the  bill.  He  plans 
for  the  bill  also  to  prohibit  “bank 
night”  at  the  movies  and  to  establish 
a  new  movie  censorship  board. 

The  proposal  for  Sanday  night  clon¬ 
ing  of  the  theaters  is  a  result  of  the 
current  “See  You  in  Church  Sunday" 
campaign  being  condncted  by  'Nash¬ 
ville  churches.  The  bill  would  require 
all  theaters  in  the  city  to  be  closed 
from  7  to  9  p.  m.  on  Sundays. 

“Several  ministers  have  complained 
that  Sunday  night  movies  are  drawing 
members  away  from  their  churches," 
Doyle  asserted.  “I  don’t  believe  picture 
shows  should  be  open  in  competiticm 
with  church  services."

PHILADELPHIA  —(RNS)—  Presi¬ 
dent  Truman  was  urged  to  recall  My¬ 
ron  C.  Taylor  from  the  Vatican  by 
John  C.  Slemp,  Northern  Baptist  Con¬ 
vention  official  here. 

Slemp,  editor  of  the  denomination’s 
Uniform  Lesaoa  Publications,  wired 
the  President  that  such  a  move  was 
made  “mandatory"  by  the  Supreme 
Court’s  decL'don  barring  rehgioos  edu¬ 
cation  In  the  Champaign,  ID.,  public 
schools. 

Slemp  said  Justice  Black,  who  de¬ 
livered  the  majority  opinion,  quoted 
an  earlier  Supreme  Court  case  in 
which  it  was  decided  that  “neither  a 
state  nor  the  Federal  gewemusent  can, 
openly  er  eecreily,  partieJpate  In  the

Younr  People  In  #«r  Snnday 
Schools 

This  last  week  Mr.  Philip  B.  Harris, 
Superintendent  of  Toung  Prople’*  work 
of  the  Baptist  Sunday  School  Board, 
gave  an  emphasis  on  Young  People’s 
werk  In  our  churches  that  should  have 
the  attention  of  us  all.  We  give  below 
excerpts  from  his  article: 

1.  Percentage  of  young  people  today 
ia  at  lowest  point  in  a  hundred  years. 

2.  In  a  few  years  there  will  be  35  to 
40  per  cent  more  young  people  than 
there  are  today.  (This  is  due  to  the 
high  birth  rate  beginning  in  1940  and 
increasing  through  1947). 

3.  We  have  now  about  2,000,000 
young  people  prospects  for  our  South¬ 
ern  Baptist  Sunday  schools. 

4.  We  have  now  only  500,000  young 
people  enrolled  in  our  Sunday  schools. 

5.  The  evidence  is  abundant  that 
this  enrolment  has  increased  every 
time  a  new  Sunday  school  class  has 
been  built. 

6.  If  we  reach  and  teach  an  increas¬ 
ing  number  of  young  people,  the 
churches  must  provide  more  classes 
and  good  teachers  for  them. 

7.  Many  thoughtful  pastors  believe 
the  only  answer  to  reaching  our  young 
people  is  to  provide  room  so  these 
classes  can  be  established.  ' 

We  must  build  today  to  meet  tomor¬ 
row's  needs.  Many  of  our  churches 
over  the  state  are  planning  in  the  new 
building  fairly  adequately  for  adults, 
two  or  more  departments,  and  this  is 
as  it  should  be.  Strange  to  say,  how¬ 
ever,  some  of  these  same  churches  are 
planning  only  one  department  for 
young  people.  Many  of  the  smaller 
churches  are  planning  in  the  new 
building  for  several  adult  classes,  and 
this  is  proper.  Some  of  these  same 
churches  however,  are  planning  for 
only  two  classes  for  young  people,  and 
in  some  churches  only  one  class. 

Most  churches  cannot  build  again 
for  twenty-five  years.  Mistakes  are 
expensive,  often  disastrous.  The  urge 
here  is  that  churches  will  plan  now 
for  the  future  expansion  of  the  Toung 
People’s  work. 

Re-check  your  building  plans.  Safe¬ 
guard  the  future  of  Young  People  by 
providing  for  them  now  in  your  over¬ 
all  building  plans — adequate  space  in 
Ihe  building,  capable  leaders  and 
twchers,  and  recognition  of  the  capa- 
bUiUes  of  the  Young  People  wiU  srtve 
most  of  the  so-called  problems. 

Before  completing  plans  for  your 
building,  confer  with  your  state  Sun- 
School  Secretary  and  the  Archi- 
wctural  Department  of  the  Baptist 
Sunday  School  Board.  Much  of  tom- 

wiH  be  determined  by  the  plans 
of  today.

This  good  man  went  to  be  with  the 
Lord  from  his  home  on  Main  Street.  Bay 
St.  Louis.  Mlssiaalppt,  at  noon  Match  the 
Mth,  1948.  He  had  been  in  failing  health 
for  sometime  and  the  end  was  not 
unexpected. 

Brother  Stockstill  was  bom  near  Pica¬ 
yune,  Missisf^lppl,  February  the  ISth, 
1871.  He  was  seventy-seven  years  of  age. 
His  body  was  carried  to  the  McDonald 
Funeral  Home  in  Picayune  where  ser¬ 
vices  were  conducted  at  2:30  p.  m.  Sat¬ 
urday,  March  27,  1948.  It  was  our  privi¬ 
lege  to  be  his  Pastor  for  15  years  and  at 
his  request  had  charge  of  the  funerwl 
services.  We  were  assisted  in  the  ser¬ 
vices  by  Rev.  John  T.  Dearing,  present 
Pastor  of  the  Baptist  Church  of  Bay  St. 
Louis,  and  Dr.  O.  P.'Estes  of  the  First 
Baptist  Church  of  Picayune.  A  group  of 
men  from  the  First  CSiurch  of  Picayune 
sang  very  impressively  two  hymns.  His 
body  was  laid  to  rest  in  the  Palestine 
Ometery  by  the  side  of  his  father  and 
mother. 

Brother  Stockstill  bad  been  a  resident 
of  Bay  St.  Louis  for  nearly  50  years. 
During  that  time  be  filled  several  posi¬ 
tions  of  importance  in  Hancock  (Tounty. 
He  was  Superintendent  of  Education  for 
eight  years.  In  1911  be  was  appointed  to 
fill  an  imexpired  term  of  Clerk  of  the 
(Jourts  of  Hancock  County.  He  then  at¬ 
tended  the  University  of  Mississippi 
where  ne  took  his  Law  Course.  In  1912  he 
began  the  practice  of  law  in  which  pro¬ 
fession  be  continued  until  be  retired  in 
December  of  1948.  As  an  attorney  he  was 
absoluetely  honest  and  trustworthy  and 
enjoyed  the  confidence  of  all  who  knew 
him.  • 

While  engaged  in  a  busy  law  practice 
bis  main  business  was 'to  serve  the  Lord. 
The  Lord’s  work  always  came  first.  He 
practiced  law  to  pay  expenses.  For  many 
years  be  was  an  active  member  of  the 
Bay  St.  Louis  Baptist  Church.  He  was  a 
Joyal  Baptist.  He  was  a  liberal  supporter 
of  the  Church  with  bis  means.  He  served 
bis  Church  as  Deacon,  Clerk,  and  Sunday 
School  Superintendent.  In  all  these  posi¬ 
tions  he  was  faithful  and  efficient.  He 
put  his  best  into  everything  he  did.  He 
was  one  of  the  best  Deacons  we  have 
ever  known.  He  was  interested  in  all  our 
denonUnalkmal  work  and  attended  faith¬ 
fully  our  aasoclational  meetings  and  often 
the  State  Convention  and  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  Convention. 

As  a  citixen  be  held  to  a  high  stand¬ 
ard  of  righteousness.  He  was  a  strong  ad¬ 
vocate  of  prohibition  and  never  lost  an 
opportunity  to  let  people  know  where  he 
stood.  He  never  compromiaed  with  evil 
anywhere. 

Nearly  fifty  years  ago  be  and  Mrs. 
BtocksUIl  were  married.  No  two  people 
ever  lived  and  worked  together  more 
loi’ally  and  devotedly  than  Brother  and 
Mrs.  Stockstill.  They  shared  each  others 
Ideals  in  all  the  relations  of  life.  Mrs. 
BtocksUIl  has  Uught  school  m  Bay  St. 
Lbuis  for  nearly  twenty  five  yean,  and  Is 
■till  teaching.  She  is  left  to  carry  on 
alone  until  the  end  of  the  Journey.  In  ad¬ 
dition  to  Mrs.  Stockstill  be  is  survived 
by  two  Brother.  George  and  Jessie  Stock¬ 
still,  of  Picayune,  also  two  sisters,  Mrs.

Two  Key  Men

The  editors  of  our  papers  and  the 
state  secretaries  in  each  state  are  key 
men  in  our  denominational  life.  Their 
positions  are  pivotal. 

Think  of  the  work  of  the  Editor!  He 
preaches  to  more  people  than  any  100 
pastors  in  his  State.  He  helps  vitally 
in  shaping  the  policies  and  plans  of 
our  denomination,  curbs  wrong  tend¬ 
encies  and  influences,  molds  public 
sentiment,  promotes  all  the  causes, 
creates  right  attitudes,  helps  to  ini¬ 
tiate  movements  and  promotes  har¬ 
mony  and  unity  throughout  the  State. 

No  men  in  our  denominational  set 
up  have  a  more  vital  position  than  do 
the  editors  of  our  papers.  An  editor 
sees  all  our  causes,  agencies,  boards, 
institutions,  organizations,  and  un- 
derglrds  and  strengthens  them  all. 
He  may  powerfully  influence  the  mes¬ 
sage  in  the  pulpits  throughout  the 
State  as  well  as  the  thinking  of  the 
people  in  the  pews.  No  wonder  Dr. 
J.  B.  Gambrill  said,  “A  newspaper  can 
be,  and  a  good  one  is,  the  instrument 
of  greater  good  than  that  wielded  by 
any  man.”  Napoleon  declared,  •Four 
hostile  newspapers  are  more  to  be 
feared  than  a  thousand  bayonets.” 

Little  wonder  that  men  of  vision, 
balance,  ability,  poise,  and  discerning 
judgement,  alert  and  aggressive  are 
sought  as  editors  of  our  papers. 

The  State  Secretary  holds  a  central 
place  in  the  entire  work  of  the  deno¬ 
mination.  He  knows  the  pulse  of  the 
State  as  none  other  does.  He  is  an 
executive,  a  platform  man,  a  seer,  a 
promoter,  a  builder.  Not  only  does  he 
initiate  movements;  he  promotes 
tlftm. 

The  State  Secretary  has  more  to  do 
with  raising  money  for  all  our 
State  and  South-wide,  than  any  other
